Judge Lubke Sheds the Law’s Light on 
Them—Notable Decisions, 

Judge Lubke this morning rendered a de- 
cision in the case of Hector D. McLean 
against Bernard Stuve. The plaintiff, as as- 
signee of W. P. Rickart & Co., sought to re- 
cover of defendant $3,141 500n an open ac- 
count for losses on wheat and corn claimed 
to have been purchased by Rickart & Co, 


in their own names and sold by them for his 
account. The purchases were made on the 
Merchants’ Exchange and were for future 
delivery. The losses were paid by Rickart 
& Co., after the defendant had _ repu- 
diated the transactions, which he did when 
the market went against him. The Court 


says: “If it appears satisfactorily from 
the evidence in this case that 
there was a contemporaneous 


verbal agreement that the wheat and coro 
here claimed to have been purchased for de- 
fendant was not to be delivered, but before 
delivery day the deals should-be closed by 
the settlement of the difference in prices, the 
defence set up will have been out. The 
whole amount of grain covered by 
the contracts would have cost upwards 
of $60,000, a sum which the defendant did 
not begin to have, and it was known that he 
could not, with his means, bring together 
the money if he was required to accept the 
grain when tendered for delivery, under the 
contract. It was with great difficulty that 
tne defendant was able to bring together, in 
small amounts, $2,000, put up as margins. The 
evidence shows that Rickart & Co. pur- 
chased also, by paper contracts, what is 
called blocks of grain through the Culver 
Commission Company, and they subdivided 
these purchases by charging the same to 
their different customers, including defend- 
ant. Whenever margins were required of 
Rickart & Co. by the Culver Com- 
pany, thev would in tum de 
mandt margins of their customers. In this 
way Rickart & Co. were able to hold up 
their deals with the Culver Company, and | 
when the deals were closed out by sales the 
Culver Company did so for Rickart & Co.’s 
account, who would in turn close out their 
customers’ purchasers.

concerning his impressions of travel. 
ply to the reporter’s first inquiry, Mr. Chase 
said: 


In re- 


‘“‘Mexico is moving rapidly from a half- 


civilized to a cultivated nation. Railroads 
and an enterprising spirit of commerce are 
doing the work.” 


“Is it true that the country is overrun by 
lawless characters?” | 

“No, sir; the government is punishing 
outiaws and brigands with instant death, 
and the country is quite clear of these char- 
acters. Indeed, crime of all sorts is pun- 
ished with great rigor.” 

“Aside from its great mineral wealth what 
is the chief industry of Mexico?” 

**Ranching, or cattle-raising, I should say. 
There are some wealthy ranchmen there 
who own from twenty-five to one hundred 
miles square of land. They sell land in Mex- 
ico by the mile. They don’t know appar- 
entiy whatan acre is. The best lene is 
worth about $1,000 per square mile. 

“And what are your impressions of 
Texas?” 

“Texas is growing rapidly. Individuals 
there have acquired wealth as if by magic. 
Capital is flowing in from England and 
Scotland and from most of the old States in 
this eountry. San Antonio promises to be 
the chief city in southern Texas, and Fort 
Worth has strong claims to be considered 
the Future Great of Western Texas. Tne 
climate is delightiul and the summer 
heatis not nearly so oppressive as ia St. 
Louis, there being but few nights in summer 
when biankets are superfivities. There are 

lenty of good chances in Texas for active, 
ndustrious men of all classes, particularly if 
they have some capital.” 

“What about the hotels?’ 

Che great need in ‘Texas at present is 
first-class hotel accommodations. A class of 
travel is moving through the State with 
money to pay for whatever they want, and 
first-class otel management is so far in de- 
mand over the supply that a well-ma 
house could make money about as fast as 
one man could count it.”

& Talk With the Female Iago. 
Who Caused the Killing 
of Davis.

The Lady Tells Her Grievances—She Says 
that Mrs. Davis Was Never Compelled to 
Keep Silence—Her Opinion of Men and 
Women as Givers of Sympathy—An Inter- 
esting Interview With a Lady Who is Now 
Well Known. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

HARRODSBURG, Ky., June 3.—The proba- 
bility of a suit for damages by Mrs. Walter 
Davis against the Thompsons, has only 
served to increase the excitement in Harrods- 
burg, which has been all along at fever heat. 
Miss Jessie Buckner is living quietly and re- 
tired at the residence of Mrs. Phil Thomp- 
son, Sr. To-day she consented to converse 
witha reporter regarding the series of un- 
happy events beginning at the St, Clair Hotel 
in Cincinnati last November, and ending in 
the murder of Walter Davis by Congressman 
Thompson. The house is pleasantly situated 
in the principal street. not far from the en- 
trance tothe town, andis conspicuous for 
the beautiful foliage surrounding it 
It is generally understood that Miss 
Buckner is at present very reluctant 
about receiving visitors, and it was with 
some misgiving that the reporter made 
known his errand to the house. Miss Buck- 
ner appeared in a short time. 

SHE LOOKED SOMEWHAT PALE, 
although still very prepossessing, and stated 
she was suffering from ill-health. The re- 
porter explained the nature of his visit. 

“O, dear,” was the exclamation, “must I 
eubmit to another persecution in the form 
of a newspaper interview? Don’t you think 
that almost everything has been said that 
can have any possible bearing on this unfor- 
tunate, this cruel affair?” 

The reporter mildly suggested that she 
had made no statement concerning herself 
since the last published utterances of Mrs. 
Phil Thompson in what appeared to be a 
mutual sympathetic family gathering. 

“That was an interesting assembly, wasn’t 
it? Well, take aseat and I will begin by 
telling you candidly that I am_ heartily sick 
of the whole business, and this is 
positively the last time I will 
ever subject myself to this ordeal for publi- 
cation. In the alleged interviews which 


most of the reporters have  writ- 
ten, the statements have been 
s0 garbled and tortured to my in- 


jury, that for the most part they can only 
come under the head of fabrications from 
beginning to end. Some of them contain 
base falsehoods that I never dreamed of ut- 
tering, and have the appearance to me of 
having been concocted for my grief and an- 
noyance, until l have come to look on them 
as only part of the instruments of my per- 
secution.”’ 

“Mrs. Thompson claims she never made 
but one statement to a reporter, and that 
was on May 30?” 


“I have positive knowledge that she 
sought an interview with a representative 
of the Courier-Journal, in which she had 
her own way of presenting matters. This 
occured on the ist of May, 1883, and in or-

“I have heard that also repeatedly and can 
only say thata more absurd theory never 
was presented, 1 belfeve that I am account- 
ed a woman of good sense, at least, and if I 
were malicious enough to desire such a repar- 
ation of Mr. Davis and his wife, which could 
have been of no earthly benelit to ma, would 
it not be more reasonable to suppose that I 
would have first attempted to influence her 
asthe easiest and most certain way to ac- 
complish it? Andasfor belpe snubbed by 
them, if that ever occurred 1 never knew it. 


It is about on a par with the statement that 
Mrs. Thompson was afraid to speak 
for fear that old Phil. ‘Thompson 


would cut off her support, which is another 
assertion that deserves contempt. Mr. 
Thompson, perhaps, may have advised her

to threaten awoiman in that ungenerous 
manner, no matter what her fault may be, 
She has never received anything but kind- 
ness from the family.’’ 

‘It is also believed, Miss Buckner, that it 
was through the political inflgence and 
money of Mr, Davis that Mr. Thompson got 
into Congress?” 

“Yes, and that’s another story that I 
would like to see corrected. I don’t want 
to injure any one, and I never aid, butitisa 
mistake to suppose that the Davis family 
is a wealthy one. When the father died, his 
property was distributed, and the heirs re- 
ceived probably about$18,000 apiece—and that 
is no great amount of wealth in Kentucky—as 
every one knows. And as for influence, Mr. 
Philip Thompson, Sr., has more of that quali- 
fication in one day than all the Davis family 
ina year.

THE SUPERVISING ARCHITECT. 


Per Portrait of Hill, who is Now Under 
Investigation—His Patronage. 
Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, June 3—A good deal of 
attention is just now being bestowed upon 
Mr. Hill, the Supervising Architect of the 
Treasury. Heis a small man physically, 
but seems capable of bearing up under 
quite a large load of criticism. Heis a New 
Englander, judging from his manner, and 
draws a salary of $4,500 a year witha 
promptness and easy grace which should 
cause the heart of every true American to 
glow with pride. He is short in stature, 
plump, a blonde, with heavy brown mus- 
tache, thick, black hair, and a plcasant ad- 
dress. Heis always approachable, frank 
and open in his manner, and holds a very 
important position. His office disburses 
millions every year. He has a chief clerk, a 
principal clerk, three or four other clerks, a 
photographer with three or four assistants, 
a chief draughtsman and nearly fifty 


draughtsmen under him, a chief compiler 
and twenty compliers, two or three phono- 


graphers, a lot of copyists, and nu- 
merous other oppores in his 
bureau here. Then there are 


men employed wherever there are large pub- 
lic buildings in process of construction, as 
superintendentsjof construction, to see that 
the contractors do their work properly. 
These have clerks, draughtsmen, foremen, 
etc., and the grand total is a list of between 
200 and 300 men conptantly employed, to say 
nothing of the large number under the con- 
tractors who are at work on new buildings 
all over the country. But they appear to be 
needed. The last Congress in its wisdom 
made appropriations for public buildings at 
about twenty-five different points through- 
out the country, atatotal cost of several 
millions. Besides this, work is going on at 
a large number of other points whree public 
buildings are in course of construction. The 
result is that a large force is a positive ne- 
cessity. It may de that there are rings, 
but one fact has come to the notice 
of pour correspondent worth mentioning 
in this connection. Thereare in Washing- 
ton a number of firms which keep a constant 
watch upon the supervising architect's of- 
fice for the purpose of bidding for contracts 
on public build ngs in all parts of the coun- 
try. Whenever bids are opened there are 
always bids from them, and, more than that, 
their representatives are always present to 
see that everything Boos right, aud to see 
what their opponents bid. So faras I can 
judge they do not get as large a proportion 
of the work as those making a study of such 
matters would be expected to get. The bid- 
ders from points nearer to the work ugually 

o lower in price than they and get the con- 
ract. ‘This does not look like any ring, so 
far as these men whocome in daily contact 
with Mr. Hill are concerned. More than 
that, these men are here at the “Seat of 
War” where contracts are given out, and are 
in position to watch every movement with 
the eye of an expert, audif they have any 
reason to suspect Mr. Hill of fraudulent 
practices they would be very likely to say 
so. And they never have so far asl have 
heard. If there is anything queer about Mr, 
Hill by all means let it be known, but these 
are facts and worthy of note in that connec- 
tion.

M. Paul Giron, aged forty-six, in 1871 had 
his banking offices at No. 9 Passage Saul- 
nier, Paris. 

He had occupied these premises since he 
began the banking business, which event 
occurred some time following the death of 
his father, who bequeathed him, the only 
son, the great fortune, in rents and money, 
of 5,000,000 francs. 

The death of his father, M. Adolph Giron, 
occurred in July, 1868; the banking house 
was established on the 29th day of Septem- 
ber, 1869. 

So it will be seen that Mr. Giron had been 
a banker for two years, and that his capital 
was merely the proper investment of the 
wealth his father had amassed during fifty 
years of a mercantile life at Marseilles. 

M. Adolph’s death, at the age of sixty- 
three, was unexpected. He had been in ex- 
cellent health, was retired from business. 
enjoyed life, was fond even at that age of 
women, was long a widower, Madame Geron 
having diedtwo years after the birth of the 
son Paul, and therefore monsieur was free 
to indulge his caprices, and in affairs of gal- 
lantry—despite his age—without restraint. 

I'he year before his death M. Adolph had 
formed an intimacy with Mademoiselle 
Florette Lache, a premiere secunda of the 
ballet at the principal theater of Marseilles. 
She was young, fascinating, hot-blooded, 
and, withal, mercenary. As the mistress of 
the millionaire merchant she could indulge 
in all the extravagances to which women of 
her class are addicted. 

M. Adolph, the father, doted upon his new 
acquisition. He gave her magnificent sur- 
roundings, took her from the stage and gave

Paul was then residing in Marsell'es with 
his father, and the son was but little bchind 
the sire in the follies of the time.eHe was al- 
lowed a liberal income, but he lived beyond 
it. Atthat timein his thirty-eighth year, 
strong, vigorous, good-looking, a good 
drinker, and careless as to social standing, 
he was a fair example of the man of the 
world. 

A precious pair, were they not, this son 
and sire? With the practices of such lives, 
how could it be otherwise that sooner or 
later their names would find a place in the 
records of the police prefecture? 

So they did—in those of Marseilles and of 
Paris. 

‘he son became enamored of the father’s 
mistress, and she in turn, and sure of the fa- 
vor of both her lovers, was not loth to en- 
courage the son. _ 

Soon, in their circle of friends, this double 
amour of the woman, Florette, became an 
open secret, All knew it save the father. 

Paul’s intrigue—from the mere gratifica- 
tion of a passing fancy for the woman, grew 
into an absorbing passion, and she, through 
the very force of his ardor, became, ina 
brief period, infatuated with him. 

The Camille had found her Armand—but 
it was a Camille without a conscience; and 
an Armand without honor. 

Their intrigue was already the gossip of 
club, salon and cafe in Marseilles. 

The father, se adroitly did the pair con- 
duet their stolen intercourse, had no sus- 
picion of his mistress; he was content to 
worship her, and pay the expenses of his 
idolatry. 

On the 17th of July M. Adolph was, at 
nine o’clock, seen to leave the apartments of 
M’lle Florette and enter his carriage. He 
was driven to his own residence. Within 
the shadow of the Porte Cochere the driver 
pulled up, leaped from his seat, and opened 
the carriage door. A moment later, observ- 
ing no movement on the part of M. Adolph 
to alight, he peeredin. ‘There sat his mas- 
ter—motionless. Then it was that he dis- 
covered that his master was stone dead. 

At the instant of this discovery of the 
death of his father, Paul Giron was entering 
the salon of M’lle Florette, and on its thres- 
hold greeting her with a kiss. 

“You will soon be without a father, and 
we will be free,’”’ she said, as she closed the 
door of the salon. 

“What do you mean?” 

“M. Adolph wasill. He has complained 
of a terrible pain—a dizziness in the head. 
An hour ago he left me, feeling too ill to re- 
main, and was driven home; else, dear Paul, 
you would not have seen the signal of the 
ribbon in the window.” 

It had been agreed thatin M. Adolph’s 
absence from the apartments his mistress 
should suspend a bitof pink ribbon in the 
window as a signal to the son that the way 
was clear. 

aul had not heard his father refer to any 
other feeling than thatof health, and that 
day he had dined with him, and noticed he 
was unusually animated. 

In the beginning of their liaison Florette 
had said: 

“‘My dear Paul, you whom I love above al! 
others; you who swear so fervently that you 
would rather live one hour in my presence 
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pose your father were to die, would you, be- 
ing the possessor of his millions, cast me off 
—forget the poor bird in its gilded cage, 
which flutters now for freedom only that it 
may become your slave?” 

That speech from the woman had brought 
from him the answer: 

“Were my father gone, we would go to 
Paris. Then you shouid be my wife.” 

Nearly a year later, while sitting beside 
this woman, comes a messenger to the door 
of the saion. To M’lle F'orette the messen- 
ger hands a- note. With a flushed face and 
trembling hands she opens It. 

it contains only a line, 

‘Mons. Adolph haif an hour since was 
found dead in his carriage. 

*DocTor IMRE.” 

She handed the note to Paul. Uttering an 
exclamation of horror he stood facing her, 
his hand crushing the note in its convulsive 
grasp. 

“My Goa—at last!’ 

‘‘Paul—go to your father,”’ she gasped, and 
sank back upon a lounge near the window, 
in which still hung the signal ribbon; a 
signal which had accomplished its last ser- 
vice. 

Paul silently left the salon and was soon 
at. the bedside, where stark and stiff lay his 
dead father. The face was darkened, the 
lips slightiy parted and biue, the eyes dull 
and glossy. 

The servants stood near, grouped at the 
foot of the bed, and at the side was Dr. 
Imre, 

**Apoplexy!” said the physician. 

Marseilles, in the clubs, in the salons and 
in the cafes, had its suspicions. ‘The Sur- 
geon of Police, atthe instance of Dr. Imre, 
made an examination in ordipaire, and his 
repors to the Prefecture of Police corrobo- 
rating the decision of the dead millionaire’s 
physician, surmise and gossip had oniy to 
shake their heads suggestively and echo the 
verdict—“‘Apoplexy.” 

The dead iitionaire was given a funeral 
befitting his wealth, anda monument upon 
which was recorded the usual schedule of 
virtues, his sins and the memory of his 
reckless immoralities being conveniently 
buried with his remains. 

The will being read. and Mons. Paul being 
the heir and executor, there was little trouble 
in settling the estate. 

M’ lie Florette amazed and disgusted Mar- 
seilles by appearing in mourning. 

Her now sole lover, Mons. Paul, added to 
the insult by being seenriding in her com- 


pany. 

Then suddenly, greatly to the relief of the 
moralists, some of whom—al! gossip is born 
of envy—envied the state of this heir to mil- 
lions for the sins which their poverty pre- 
vented them from comniitting, the pair dis- 
appeared from Marseilles, and were seen 
there no more. 

The scene of their drama was changed to 
Paris, and on September 29, 1869, Paris—at 
No. 9 Passage Paulnier—had one more 
banker added to its list of financiers, andthe 
Bourse anew frequenter. 

And came at tne sametime a new occupant 
to the house No. 31 Rue Fontaine St. Georges. 
This was Mlle. Fiorette Lache. the ounce 
premiere secunda Of the ballet of the Mar- 
seilles Theater; later the mistress of father 
and son, and now the ruler of the son alone. 

M. Paul opened his banking house; his 
financial responsibility was established, and 
possessing all the business shrewdness, as 
well as the evil traits of his father, he soon 
became noted. The deposits were large, his 
letters of credit good to any extent, 

His private office, magnificently furnished, 
was at the rearof the banking rooms and 
had a private entrance from the street by a 
passage-way, so that if he chose he could re- 
ceive visitors without having them pass 
through the bank. 

Here M’lle Florette came at will, generally 
after banking hours, to visit him; sometimes 
she accompanied him tothe theater or the 
opers. and from thence to the residence in 
the Kue Fontaine St. Georges. 

To tne world that portion of the Paris 
world which knew them, they were appar- 
ently devoted to each other. She reveled in 
luxury—he in the delights of her love. 

She especially fancied visits to Versailles, 
and—strange contrast to the Theater Porte 
St. Martin—particularily upon occasions 
when M. Paul had other engagements and 
was unable to accompaay her. Never had he 
one with her in these visits. Of her actions 
6 had no suspicion. 

On the morning of November 10, 1871, the 
employes of the bank found the private office 
closed in the bank entrance—this door being 
always left open for the admission of the 
orters to dust and sweep and put the office 
norder. Contrary to his custom, M. Paul 
did not appear at his usual hour. At four 
o’clock he had not been seen. At the closing 
of the bank the cashier became thoroughly 
alarmed. M’lle Florette arrived in her car- 
riage. She had not seen him, she declared, 
since the previous morning, and herself had 
become frightened at his prolonged absence 
from her presence. 

A Commissaire of Police was sent for, and 
at her command, as well as at the request of 
the cashier, the communicating door was 
burst open. 

There were some papers scattered upon 
the tloor; the doors of the great polished 
burglar-proof iron safe Were wide open, and 
the door of the private passage leading to 
the street was not locked. 

The heavy silken curtains of the rear win- 
dows being drawn apart, and the barred iron 
shutters thrown open, the full light of day 
revealed a ghastly spectacle to the police of- 
Soe, the bank employes, and Mile. Fio- 
rette. 

Lying upon a couch in an alcove formed 
by a curve in the wail between the two win- 
dows was M. Paul Giron, the banker, his 
hand convulsively clutching a piece of paper, 
his face horribly distorted, and his legs 
drawn up by the agonies of his last moments, 
dead—as dead and frightful an object as was 
his father on that memorable night two years 
ago, at the close of his last ride to his home 
from the apartments of his mistress, Flo- 
rette, who now with pallid face stood look- 
ing upon the dead son. 


Upon the floor near the couch was a vial 
with the jabel “Poison—Prussic Acid.” On

the table was a letter sealed and addressed 
to M’lle F lorette Lache. 
rhe Commissaire of Police said: 
““Mad’moiselle, this is addressed to you. 
Open it in my presence.” 


Stie opened it. She trembled like ah aspen 
leaf. Her eyes were fixed upon the writing. 
she uttered a wild cry—it rang through the 
banking office like the wail of a lost spirit— 
and fell back senseless. From her hand the 


Commissaire took the note, as he raised her 
and placed her in the arms of two of his 
officials. 

he paper was then with great difficulty 
removed from the dead banker’s grasp. 

r lhe Commissaire read one, then the other. 
l sed as he was to such scenes of murder, 
accident or suicide, and to all the surprises 
which came up like marvels of romance from 


the realism of crime and human frailty, he 
could not avoid the exclamation: 
| “My God! It is impossible!” 
rhe letter to M’lle Fiorette, the mistress, 
was as follows: 

“INFAMOUS WoMAN: Whenvou read this 
the hand that, secretly though it was done, 
has lifted you to honor as a wife will be rigid 
in death. For in its death-grasp that hand- 
Will clasp the evidence of your aceursed in- 
fainy, treachery and guilt; the signal of your 
doom even as was the ribbon in the window 
at Marseilles the signal of my downfall. I 
found this scrawl in the grate where vester- 
day you thought you had burned all ofa 
package of old papers. The edges of this 
silent but terrible witness only were scorch- 
ed—but the awful linesremain. Not satisfied 
with my father’s boundless love; not satistied 
with my worship, you must entertain a third 
victim; no, nota victim, but a confederate, 
in order that you may send me to the grave 
and grasp my millions. My death brings 
revenge and peace to me; and justice, inexor- 
able justice and retribution upon you, ser- 
pent, murderess, fiend! To the grave I; to 
the State my millions; to the guillotine you! 

PAUL Giron.” 

The other paper which was clutched in the 
suicide’s hands§$read thus, It accounted for 
the visits to Marseilles and the ‘heater 
Porte St. Martin: 

“FLORETTE, MY DARLING: From Mar- 
Sellles to Paris is buta hand’s span com- 
pared to the distance which as yet seems 
linineasurable between the consummation of 
our hopes and the period of the death of the 
senile old fool, Adolph. He died of apo- 
plery; why should not the son—now that he 
is secretly your husband, die of the same 
disease—and thus haveit hereditary? He 
dead and you with his wealth and with M, 
Gustave, your firstand only love, by your 
side, what other happiness can the world 
giveus? You have played your part well; 1 
have stood by—the shadow always in their 
paths—banish the shadow—come to the sub- 
stance—Gustave. Remember, let it be 
apoplexy. GUSTAVE.” 

Four days later the police had the body of 
the elder Giron exhumed in Marseilles, and 
an autopsy and analysis betrayed unmistak- 
ably the presence of poison. M’lie Florette, 
recovering from her fright, boldly faced the 
charge brought against her. Lut being later 
on confirmed by Gustave, who had been ar- 
rested, at last finding subterfuge useless, 
confessed that she had conspired with this 
Gustave in Marseilles, who was her first 
lover, to get M. Adolph, the father in her 
toils, marry him, and, failing inthis, to 
poison himand maka victim of the son, 
and soin the end, as his wife—and his 
widow—be the mistress of his wealth, 

It was a marvelous conspiracy, wonder- 
fully carried out, andat the supreme mement 
when success seemed to crown the villainy, 
wonderfully crushed by the hand of an 
avenging Providence. 

M’lle Florette Lache and Gustave, her ac- 
complice, met their deaths at the guillotine 


December 9, 1871.

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A JEWEL OF A DUKE: 


Tne Puny, Parsimonious Product of 
Three Generations of tocratic 
Adultery. 
New York Cor. Chicago Times. 


As the young Duke of meeny escaped an 
adequate historiographing during his recent 
American tour, for the simple reason that 
the papers that would have liked to show up 
such a model specimen of the French aris- 
tocracy did not know where to go for their 
facts, and the papers that did know were 
disinclined to handle the subject for fear of 
displeasing their “society” readers, it may 
do no harm forthe ‘imes to tell, with all 
possible brevity and clearness, the story of 
about as attractively abandoned a race as 
is mentioned anywhere in history, ancient 
or modern. our generations of = sin 
and scandal, whata showing! It is custom- 
ary to begin the chronicle with the amours 
of Josephine’s daughter, Hortense, and 
the count of Fiahaut, but the story goes 
back much further. The count’s mother, 
Mme. de Fiahaut was a Mile. Filluel, daugh- 
ter of an official of the household of the 
libidinous Louls XY., who owed his posi- 
tion to the attractions which his nominal 
wife, la belle Filleul, possessed for the king. 
In all probability Mile, Filleut was the 
daughter of Louis XV. She married M. de 
Flahaut, but conceived an attachment for 
Talieyrand, bishop of Autun, who was only 
seven years her senior, and bore to him the 
child born in 1785, who became a brilliant 
staff officer and captivated Queen Hortense. 
The daughter of the Empress Josephine has 
founda vehement defender in Mine. de Re- 
musat, who, in her “Memoirs,” published 
three years ago, insisted that Hor- 
tense never lapsed from virtue. 
But for all that Mme. de Remusat could say, 
there is no doubt that a long amour was con- 
ducted between Hortense auharnais and 
the young count of Flahaut, terminating in 
18llin the birth of the future duke of 
Morny. ‘The duke himself made no secret of 
his birth. Uniess J aminerror he adopted 
the Hortensia as his emblem or armorial 
bearing, publishing to the world his rela- 
tionship tv the woman who bore Napoleon 
lil. to Admiral Vernuel. A cynical speech 
was attributed to him: “I call my grand- 
father ‘Bishop,’ my father ‘Count,’ my haif- 
brother ‘Your Majesty,’ my daughter ‘Prin- 
cess,, andl am a duke—could anything be 
more natural?” Indeed nothing could be 
more “natural” in the sense which we oppose 
to “‘legitimate,’’as the Duke of Morny was the 
representative of three successive genera- 
tions of adulterers. Certainiy M. de Morny 
claimed ‘Talleyrand as his grandfather, and 
M. de Miahaut was an assiduous visitor at 
Talleyrand’s mansion. M. de Flahaut, it 
may be said, died one day before the second 
cmpire; his mother, better known to the 
world as Mme. de Souza, died in 1836. It 
was she who superintended the education of 
her grandson, Queen Lortense’s child, to 
Which one of the queen’s friends, a 
chitdless old gentleman tm Mauritius, was 
induced to lend his name on receipt of $160,- 
000. Young Morny was a brilliant scholar, 
and served with distinction in the army; 
then, having become heir to an anauity of 
$3,000 through his mother’s death, took to 
speculating and politics, and, attaching him- 
self to the cause of his half-brother, was one 
of the principal authors of the coup d’ etat 
of December 2, 185rf. 

M. de Morny naturally became one of the 
great tigures of the empire. He represented 
Napoleon at the coronation of Alexander IL, 
when, having been allowed $240,000 for his 
expenditure, he spent $900,000. Always a 
keen business man, the duke abused his 
diplomatic privilege of importing furniture, 
wines, etc., free of duty, to flood St. Peters- 
burg witn French furniture and liquor, 
which he sold at prices below those that the 
regular dealers had in charge. After his re- 
turn to France he took to speculating with 
renewed zeal, and was one of the most suc- 
cessful operators at the imperial court where 
so many milliong upon millions were made 
through “concessions” and Haussmann’s im- 
provements in Paris.

MORMON MISSIONARIES. 


Gathering Harem Kecruits in the 
Mountains of North Carolina, 
Raleigh Special to Chicago Tribune, 

A few years ago Mormon missionaries, as. 
they term themselves, first appeared in this 
State, in the wild section between the Blue 
Ridge Mountains and the ‘Tennessee line, 
aud conducted their work, devoting them- 
selves to converting ignorant women to their 
faith. People got wind of their presence, 
and of their dreadful practices, and the mis- 
sionaries were whipped almost to death and 
driven over the border into South Carolina, 
Last autumn two returned to the sam@ 
county and worked in a queer, almost nrys- 
terious, manner, making converts. Two 
weeks ago other Mormon preachers to the 
number of fifteen joined them and a moré 
earnest prosecution of work begun. The 
Mormons became more open in preaching 
their doctrine and broke up a congregation 
of the Baptist Church, making proselytes of 


pearly all members. Attention 
has been directed to the practices, 
which are barbarous and shock- 


ingly indecent. All women who become 
converts have first to be baptized. The rite 
is administered at night in streams or ponds, 
the women being in a state of absolute 
nudity. Spies on the watch made this dis- 
covery afew nights since, and the greatest 
indignation. was aroused, which is fast 
spreading all overthe State. Mormons meet 
women in tields or in houses alone and con- 
vert them, baptize them in the way stated, 
and at once send them West. In four days 
106 passed over into Tennessee, bound for 
Utah. The missionaries state that they are 
not afraid, but will begin work in the dis- 
tricts nearer the center of the State. They 
are now conducting their operations in 
Rutherford county. It is understood that 
pians are on foot to deal out terrible punish- 
ment to them, and lynch-law will be given 
them, it is intimated. ‘he press of that 
part of the State is taking vigorous hold of 
the subject, and the shotgun recommended as 
the only thing proper for a remedy. It ig 
probable that ere long a tragedy will result 
unless the Mormons tlee the State. 

These missionaries work separately, but 
once a@ month meet in secluded places and 
compare notes. ‘They devote themselves to 
women, and form the acquaintance of these 
by casual calls at the houses. ‘The wives of 
two men have disappeared, and unease, it is 
believed, have been baptized and shipped 
away secretly. Thursday night one of these 
baptisms took place in Duncan’s Creek, near 
Rutherfordton, at which nine women were 
stripped by the missionaries and then im- 
mersed, ‘There are vague hints of even more 
repulsive practices, which add to the indig- 
nation. ‘lhere will doubtless be an attempt 
to secure the action and aid of the State “ 
the matter; but within ten days, unless the 
missionaries depart, 
brought to a terrible ending.
